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Transfer on Death allows vehicle owners to add or remove a beneficiary to their title.  The vehicle owner must 

be an individual, not a business. The original title, registration and owner’s ID must be presented to the BMV. 

If there is a lienholder, a beneficiary cannot be added to the title without the lienholder’s permission.   

To transfer the ownership to the beneficiary, the beneficiary must submit the title (if available) and certified 

death certificate of the vehicle’s legal owner(s).  If more than one owner is on the title, the beneficiary cannot 

become the vehicle owner until all owners are deceased.
